Referring to claims 1-14, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
automatically determining third and fourth discrete subsets of said compiled data 
within said first logical partition, wherein said third discrete subset of said 
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compiled data can be rebuilt using a second set of resources assigned to said 
first logical partition within said at least one predetermined recovery time limit, 
said second set of resources being the set of resources after assigned to said 
first logical partition after said configuration change, said second set of resources 
being different from said first set of resources, in the scope and context of claim 
1. 

Referring to claims 15-17, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest (c) 
responsive to detecting said configuration change, computes rebuild times of 
said discrete portions of said compiled data according to said second 
configuration of said first logical partition, in the scope and context of claim 1 5.
